8t. Peterchurg, Dec. 12 —While it is
Impossible in the presemt confusion to
#learly outline vagious political forces
which are struggling for mastery in
Russin, the foreign student of Russinn
affuirs can with profit bear in mind
the general party divisions as at pres-
ent constituted perhaps first of all in
the order of importance, is the party
of Reaction, not at court, but among
the nobles, who believe in the old regi-
me and among the great mass of peas-
antry, who still believe that all good
flows from the “litle father,” and the
church and who continue extremely hos-
tile to their inteligencia, which is re-
garded as part of the machinery for
their uppresion,

The “black masses” the term hy
which the peasantry, who comprize S0
per cent of Russia’s 140070000 people,
are known, can at any time turn the
scale, The pessantry may rise, bum
and pillage and murder landlovd-, but
there is no evidence that the allegiance
of more than an inflnitissimal fraction
has yet turned against ‘the emperor, In
skilful hands they, therefore, always
will constitute an immense fore in fa
vor of & counter revolution

There are two parties under which
the peasantry might eventually be en-
listed and which may be said to make
up the extreme right, consisting of those
who will never forgive the emperor for
abrogating his autocratic power. They
talk of the necessity of deposing Nich-
olas and electing & new emperor, Prince
Dolgorouki of Moscow, one of the des-
cendents of the Ruriks, is their avowed
eandidate,

One of these partics wa: organized
last April by Baron Gorge Rosen Lagen-
ika "mod others who are in faver of

The issue of the imperial manifesto,
another party called the “Holy Alliance
for National Self Protection,” has been
organized under the leadership of Count
Bobrinsky and M. Sherematieffl, It
summons all true sons of Holy Russia
to battle “for the teachings of Christ,
the emperor and the Fatherlind” All
the church banner bearers of Moscon's
0 ehurches, who alone number 200000
bave been enrolled in its ranks,
